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Numismatic  Chatter 


As  we  are  starting-  the  new  year,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
hundreds  of  collectors  who  have  bid  on  my  sales  during  1942.  There  were 
eight  sales  conducted  and  many  thousand  of  fine  coins  distributed  to  satisfied 
customers. 

As  we  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  war  in  all  history  it  is  hard  to  make 
any  predictions  for  the  future.  But  we  coin  collectors  who  have  an  interest 
in  ancient  coins  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  dictators  who  are 
causing  the  present  trouble  will  go  the  way  of  all  of  their  predecessors. 

I  recently  mailed  several  thousand  post  cards  to  numismatic  names  I 
had  on  file  to  ascertain  if  there  had  been  a  change  of  address  and  to  find  out 
if  they  were  still  interested  in  collecting.

There  is  no  question  but  there  are  thousands  of  coin  collectors  who  are 
now  able  to  make  purchases  who  have  been  denied  that  privilege  during  the 
past  ten  years.  The  collector  must  always  look  after  himself  and  family  first. 
Now  every  man  has  a  job,  and  even  oldsters  up  to  80  are  at  the  bench  again, 
there  is  bound  to  be  a  larger  demand  for  coins  and  steadily  increasing  prices. 

When  I  say  increase  in  prices  I  refer  only  to  strictly  uncirculated  and 
proof  United  States  coins.  They  always  advance  first.  Ordinary  material 
from  circulation  that  is  never  worth  but  a  small  premium,  seldom  increases 
in  value  to  any  great  extent.  Take  large  cents  as  an  example.  None  have 
been  issued  in  85  years  and  the  records  show  that  ordinary  cents  that  rate 
just  fair  or  good  regardless  of  date  bring  no  more  than  they  did  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century.  It  is  the  very  fine  and  choice  specimens 
that  always  advance  in  price.  One  dealer  at  the  Cincinnati  convention  had 
a  1793  large  cent  he  was  showing  around  and  it  was  priced  at  $1500.  Many 
collectors  do  not  know  that  the  only  strictly  uncirculated  red  1799  cent  sold 
some  years  ago  at  $2000  and  the  owner  has  refused  all  offers  since. 

If  you  are  buying  coins  to  lay  away  for  the  future  always  buy  the  finest 
specimens  obtainable  and  never  quibble  on  the  price  as  they  will  always  show 
a  return  on  your  money.  I  have  around  one  hundred  patrons  who  are  ready 
to  trust  me  with  buy  bids  on  any  unusual  specimens  I  may  offer  in  my  sales. 
If  you  have  really  choice  U.  S.  Material  you  wish  to  dispose  of,  kindly  write 
me  about  it  and  maybe  I  can  be  of  help.  I  list  such  material  in  my  auctions 
and  only  charge  10%  for  my  service.  This  applies  particularly  to  specimens 
that  will  sell  from  ten  to  a  hundred  dollars  each.  Write  me  for  terms  on 
any  collections  you  have  to  dispose  of.
